Sewage Disposal. 


Col. George E. Waring, Jr., one of 
the most eminent sanitary engineers of 


this country, has an exhaustive article 


in the April number of the Century 


Magazine on the disposal of sewage. 


He describes. the different processes 


that have been tried in this country 
and in Europe, and declares that the 
only one that gives satisfaction, and 
seems a perfect solution of the prob- 
lem, is disposal by irrigation or filtra- 
tion. In this connection, he commends 
highly the-system that is carried out at 
Wayne, Pennsylvania, where the sew- 
age is so disposed of that it is no men- 
ace to the health, and is attended by 
no unpleasant features. 

The method of disposal by irrigation 
or. filtration is an extremely flexible 
one. It is susceptible of modifications 
that will make it suitable for a great 
variety of circumstances, and for a 
wide rangé-of soil and of surface con- 
formation. 

It is equally available for a single 
house,-for a village, or for a town, and

In like manner the sewage froma 
large hotel, or from a dozen houses, or 
from a village or a town, may be con- 
-trolled»with-only such increase of cost 
and attention ‘as the larger service en- 
tails. The important recent improve- 
ments in methods of application have 
been in the direction of simplicity, and 
the following facts are now fully es- 
tablished: 

1. House drainage 1s practically odor- 
less when first produced. It does not 
become offensive unless retained until 
it putrefies—only after a day or more, 

2. If applied when fresh to the sur- 
face of suitable ground, its water is 
removed in a condition fit even for safe 
drinking, and its impurities are com- 
| pletely destroyed, both in winter and 
summer, without ‘offebse or danger of 
any kind. 

In short, the bugbear of sewage dis- 
posal has been done away with, and we 
are now in a position to adopt simple 
and unobjectionable methods, which 
will produce a perfectly satisfactory re- 
sult in all but very exceptional cases.

ALL ABOUT PENS. 


An Interesting Account of Their Invention 
and Evolution. 

Sharp pointed bodkins, madeof bronze, 
of steel or of \iron, were the first pens, 
and they wete used for cutting out let- 
ters and hicroglyphics in the limestone, 
sandstone or steatite of eastern countries. 
Such pens were also used for writing on 
Assyrian tablets. The tablets were made 
of soft clay, and after receiving inscrip-” 
tions were dried in the sun or baked in 
the fire. 

In the far east and in Egypt the cam- 
el’s hair pencil soon took the place of the 
metal bodkin. With the pencil letters 
“were painted on the skins of “an 
and the bark of trees, in much the same 
manner that the Chinese draw them on 
paper at the present day. - 

In Persia, Greece and Syria wax and 
leaden tablets came into use, and the 
stylus became the popular pen. The 
stylus was made of bone, ivory or metal, 
with one end pointed and the other flat- 
‘tened. The flattened end was used to 
“erase ag Masog) ‘Wade tir bees 

he use_of parchment ai 
however, called for a more ‘ane pen 
than either the bodkin or the stylus, so 
reed pens were invented. For making 
these pens a peculiar kind of reed was 
used, which was shaped to a point.and 
split, similar to the pens now in use. 

In A. D. 558 it was discovered that 
quills made much better pens than reeds. 
The quills of the goose, theswan and-the 
crow were ‘used principally. Several 
centuries later, when writing paper was 
introduced into England, the quill-pen: 
was still the favorite writing instrument. 
However, the quill:pens had been great- 
ly improved, and those from Russia and 
Holland were excellent. 

In the early part of the present century 
there was a demand for something better 
and more durable than quill pens. ‘Ac- 
cordingly a great many experiments 
were made with horn, glass; tortoise 
shell -and. finally with steel, silver and 
gold, It was soon found that pens made 
of horn and tortoise shell softened under 
the action of the ink and were notso 
good as quill pens. Nor were the silver 
pens very good, They were too élastic 
and too easily worn at the points. 


In 1808 steel was tried in Wise’s barrel |’ 


pens, but being poorly made and very 
expensive they were not a success, At 
Birmingham, England, in 1820 the man- 
ufacture of steel pens began in earnest, 
and they proved to pe excellent. The 
first gross of steel pens sold in Birming- 
ham brought $36 at wholesale, 

They were soon manufactured in great 
humbers and have been getting better 
and cheaper all the time, until now we 
can buy for a trifle the best steel pen 
made, Europe has always excelled in 
the manufacture of steel pens, and Amer- 
ica is noted for the manufacture of gold 
pens.—Philadelphia Times. 


Adulterated Food In Paris. 
In the guise of fine brandy have we 
not drank alcohol made,from potatoes, 
added to by sulphuric acid, ammonia or 


| white soap, colored with nutgalla or car- 


amels, and owing its savor to insect 
powder, ginger and pimento put into it 
profusely? As for rum, it is colored with 
prunes or with tar, and savor is given by 
adding the raspings of tanned leather. 
In beer, instead of hops we find aloes, 
gentian; centaury and ox bile. . In the 
milk we drink there are water, whites of 
eggs, brown. sugar, rice, essence of car- 
rots and the brains of animals. Some- 
times there is even a little real milk 
drawn from a real, live cow. 

For almost-nothing youcan have a su- 
perb box of canned lobsters, but-in the 
sheet iron boxes that you buy you will'|’ 
only find cuttle fish, Tainted salmon, 
trout and other ‘‘denizens of the sea” 
are embalmed by injecting into them 
salts or zinc, The scales are made fresh 
again by rubbing them with vaseline, 
and the fins by rubbing them with-fresh | 
blood. Gingerbread has for base potas- 
sium or soap, cream has vaseline added 
and is guaranteed to never spoil, and 
there are plenty of preserves into which 
not one bit of fruit has ever entered of 
which they bear the name, Take a quan- 
tity of glucose, mix with it sulphuric 
acid or amidon, give it flavor with spe- 
cial éthers, cover the whole with a fine 
label and gain a respectable and respect- 
ed fortune. 

In chicory, the coffee of the poor, is 
found the raspings of carrots, of beans, 
of glands, of torrified bread, of beet 
pulp, of brick dust and of ocher.—Letter 
in New Orleans Picayune.

in their original Andalusia—though birds

The eggs are rather small, it is 
true, but their name is legion, for they 
are many. They deserve the title of 
“everyday layers,” for they approach 
very closely to that. And then they are 
small eaters. It doesn’t cost much to 
keep them, They require little food and 
small space. 

Decided objections to the breed are 
summed up as follows: It is «small, and 
its legs are blue, and it flies with great 
ease. However, if any one wishes a fowl 
for home use—one that combines re- 
markable laying, cheap support and 
great beauty—he will not choose unwise- 
ly in choosing any one of the six vari- 
eties of Hamburgs. 


Crimson Clover. 
A farmer in Delaware gives his ex- 


perience with scarlet clover as follows: 


First—As a fertilizer I know no legu- 
minous plant equal to it as a-soil im- 
prover. Growing on soils too thin to 
support red clover, it rapidly increases 
their fertility, while on close and heavy 
soils it puts them in the best possible 
mechanical condition, 

Second—As hay I cured several tons 
of it Jast year, and my animals, horses 
and cows, eat it with the greatest rel- 
ish, this spring preferring it to good 
timothy or red clover. As green forage 
it has no equal. Everything that eats 
grass loves it and will eat more of it 
and with perfect safety than any other 
grass. My horses frequently leave corn 
in their food boxes, but never scarlet 
clover. I am feeding every animal on my 
place with it now—all they will take— 
with marked improvement in my horses 
and a large increase in the dairy prod- 
ucts. 

Cultural Notes on Corn. 

A New York farmer tells in The 
Yountry Gentleman that he plants his 
corn three feet each way,about 10 quarts 
of seed being, used per acre. Corn isa 
sun plant and must have light and heat, 
which it will not get if planted thickly. 
He says: 

We have not hoed a crop of corn in 
five years, but do the work with a horse 
and horse tools, The time to kill a weed 
is before it comes up, and a boy with a 
smoothing harrow before and just after 
the plants appear will-kill more weeds 
in an hour than three men with hoes 
will kiJl in two days.

SOME OF THE CURIOSITIES OF THE 
“EAR SPLITTING JARGON.” 


Musicians Say It Has an Affinity With the 
Notes of Birds—No Alphabet and No 
Parts of Speech—Some Amusing Exam- 
ples of Chinese Talk. 


\The superficial observer often refers to 
the Chinese spoken speech as an “‘ear 
splitting jargon” and to the written 
rpeech as “hieroglyphics.” Frequent vis- 
itors to any ‘Chinese quarter,” notably 
a large“‘Chinatown” like that of Los 
Angeles, will soon become so familiar 
with this so called jargon as to note that 
it is far more musical than the English 
speech. Musicians ate authority for the 
statement that the Chinese language has 
more affinity (when spoken) with the 
notes of birds than with the tones of any 
other language. Thisis perhaps because 
the Chinese, having no alphabet, must 
have many tone combinations to give 
the various expressions and meanings to 


Having no alphabet, the Chinese lan- 
guage has more symbols than all of the 
alphabets in the universe combined, and 
there are more tone combinations for the 
expression of those symbols than in all 
other tongues. Each tone is attached to 
a character, and one character is made 
to mean several different things, accord- 
ing to the tone used. In Chinese the 
tone gives the meaning. A word spoken 
with a falling inflection means one 


with a rising inflection, We often hear 


a Chinaman, as he walks along the street 
talking with his companion, utter a word 
in a falling inflection which sounds like 
n-go. This means “I.” He is talking of 
himself—perhaps saying how great he 
thinks himself tobe. But if he drawls 
out the sound long and even he is call- 


ina rather musical voice. This would 
be a difficult feat for an American, 

No matter in what mood he may be, he 
may not and perhaps cannot change the 
accent. The voice may be louder or in 
a minor key, but the tones are as inflexi- 
ble as written words and must be so used, 
or the exact meaning is lost, All the 
expressions of human passions—laugh- 
ter or sorrow—mustPe expressed by the 
same inflexible words and precise ac- 
cents. There are only five tones in the 


of its syllables accented there are 25 per- 
mutations, and these are almost always 
in constant use, even in ordinary conver- 
sation. A question may be asked with 
or without a rising inflection, according 
to the word used, i 5 
Chinese adjectives are nouns. For 
“many thanks” it is ‘thank thank.” A 
“great man” is “greatness man.” Some- 
times a noun is formed of a noun and a 
verb, as “barber,” whom they call ‘‘shave- 
head teacher.” The verbs have neither 
moods nor tenses, and when your laun- 
dryman wishes to’ tell you that “I have 
washed” Le suys, “I pass over wash.” 
Their adverbs are mostly formed by join- 
ing together nouns and verbs, as “finish 
day”*for “yesterday.” To cook is to “eat 
rice.” Every noun is plural and includes 
all there: is of that article, unless it is 
limited by the expression ‘‘one piece,” as 
“one piece house.” Instead of ‘wife and 
clvildren” they express ‘family and wife.” 
The word woman means “‘father man.” 
If repeated, it signifies ‘‘scolding.”. The 
noun always remains in the same shape, 
and the verb has but one form instead of 
the many known to the English lan- 
guage. The Chinese language has no de- 
clensions, subjugations, moods, tenses, 
prepositions, conjunctions, adverbs, first, 
second and third persons, no singular 
and plural, and no gender except by the 
addition of a few participles in rare in- 
stances. It is evidently simple and easy 
to learn, one of the simplest and most 
curious things about it being, as above 
stated, that every noun, unless qualified 
otherwise, is plural. 
There are about 60,000 characters used 
in the Chinese language proper, but the 
average Chinaman no more learns all of 
those characters than the everyday 
American learns the 100,000 words in the 
English language. The Chinaman, how- 
ever, learns on the average more than 
does an American in a similar position 
in life, A Chinaman who can neither 
read nor write is a rarity. Chinese is 
not. a monosyllabic language, a8 many 
suppose, and it is impossible to utter in 
Chinése any but the shortest sentences in 
monosyllables. i 
In writing the Chinaman makes one 
complictited but integral character for 
each word, but. that word may be prop- 
erly spoken in two, three or four sylla- 
bles. His syllables are divided by no 
longer intervals than are his words, and 
that-is what makes his language sound 
to a foreigner like a singsong, jargon. 
We do not know whether he is telling a 
story or attempting a song, ~The Chinese 
perhaps think thesame thing of an Amer- 
ican, who bites off his words and swal- 
lows them or telescopes one into another. 
Business men in this city thrown in 
contact with Chinese merchants who 
speak pure Chinese say that it is not diffi- 
cult tolearn. Instead of 26 letters, not 
including the useless &, the Chinese 
have 500- or 600 syllables; and these are 
combined into various forms to make the 
60,000 words in their ‘‘dictionary.” These 
syllables vary in meaning according to 


the tone in which. they are spoken or the 


strokes used in writing them.—LosAn- 
geles Cor, New York Post, 


Starvation Among the Rich.

The 
number of persons that seek relief from 
threatened starvation in the exclusive

Fatal Conflict;Between Deputies 
and Strikers. 

The Brutal Murder of an Engineer 

Leads to a Battle, In Which Many 

Lives Are‘ Sacrificed—The End Not Yet, 


UNIONTOWN, Pa., April 5.—Twelve hun- 
dred rioters‘ are marching on the Moyer 
works-of J...W. Rayney,. where 150 depu-_ 
ties are on. guard, A massacre of raiders 
will occur there if the projected attack is 
made, The latest news is that an assault 
will be made on the jail here to rescue the 
rioters jailed last night. 

At least ninef lives were sacrificed yes- 
terday. Unless the military interferes, 
the dead will be counted by scores instead 
of tens, So much excitement was never 
known in the region. 

The rioting began early in the morning. 
‘but the climax was not reached until 
yesterday afternoon, when several hun- 
-dred strikers murched in the Davidson 
works of the H. C. Frick Coke company 
at Connellsvitie, where men were—work- 
ing. When the strikers approached they 
were ordered by the deputies to stop. 
‘They came on and tried to get at the men 
inthe ovens. The deputies fired.. The 
strikers returned the fire and charged, 
driving the deputies and men from the 
plant. 

Chief Engineer Paddock of the Frick 
company ran up in the tipple of the 
works. The strikers followed. and shot 
him in the back of the head. They beat 
“him andcrushed--his--head~-with--stones,. 
and threw his body from a tipple window 
to the ovens, 40 feet below. They then 
attempted to fire the tipple, but left

spoke upon the question of building state 
highways, particularly in reference to 
laying out-Parker_and—Green--Streets in 
this town. ' No opposition was offered at 
that time. Mr. Greene considers it doubt 
ful if the streets named will be laid out, 
particularly as the County Commission- 
ers advocate using short roads in towns, 
while the State Highway Commissioners 
advocate the turnpike roads leading di- 
rectly from place to place. One of the 
commissioners is said not to consider the 
project favorably at all and thinks it only 
a plan to make good roads for the use of 
street railways. 

The estimated cost of building the 
roads is about $5000 per mile, It-is prob-
